Ic will excite somo surpriso to And 
that, nothwilhstandiiig the interior of 
British Colombia raises soiEoient grain 
to supply the inhabitants thereof, and 
the increased prodaotivenevs of the 
Bettiementa upon the coast, that the 
imports of food for 1868 exceeded 
those of 1867 by 708,296 lbs., or 340 
tonal bat it must be remembered that 
the impoits for 1867 do not strictly 
represent the eonsumplion of that year, 
because a quantity of provisions wore 
probably used that existed on Vancou^ 
ver Island before the Union and there- 
fore do not appear in tbo Customs' 
returns. It this wore not ho, it 
would seem as tbough_tho cry thai 
the popufation of the country Ih 
diminishing woro without foundation.

and paying the Government one and-a- 
balf per cent, per month interest for the 
wanton cxtravogance. This is one great 
oaose of the poverty and decadence of 
the Colony; of the want of permanent 
improvement, and of many product'ivu 
enterprises. It is the canker that pre - 
vents the rose blossoming, the worm that 
is eating the very root of the Colonial 
tree. Had the Colony an active and 
intelligent, instead of a Sybaritic Execu* 
tivo, this frightful waste would bo pre- 
vented. What a splendid opprotnnity is 
offered to a Qoveruor to gain renown by 
causing prosperity and activity and 
happiness to reign where dulia-ss and 
despondency are now in the ascendant. 
The remedy is the immigration of farmers! 
They would create a half a million ot 
dollars annually, and so not only prevent 
its waste, but canse it to be applied to 
hundreds of people and useful purposes 'i 
That the Colony afifjrds splendid oppor- 
tanities for ludustrioas farmers, the re- 
turns and the tariff prova. Look at it 
in this light: if a man coosame 300 lbs. 
of Flour in the course of a year, the 
3,980,400 pounds' of Flonr imported 
represents a population of at least thir- 
teen thousand people, not in any way 
supplied by our farmers, but dependent 
upon foreigners! How many are sup- 
plied wo havo no moans of learning! 
Now, then, tho Colony wants agri- 
cultural immigrants to supply this 
OOO people. It is idle to way the 
means are nol — they must bo had, or 
does tho Govcrnincnl still intend to 
make this Color.y sulisorviont to the 
building up of the Pacilic Staten. II 
80, it had better tako tlio other easy 
and decided stop I Four hundred im- 
migrants at 8150 por head would ccst 
$6U,000. Let the Govornmont bonow 
this 860,000. The interest and sink- 
ing fund thereon would be $0000 per 
annum, for this $6000 per annum, 
the Colony would bo ^enabled to save 
and retain within its borders annually 
half a million of dollars (a dcllar H.aved 
is a dollar earned) and probably tho 
people would save a good share of tho 
$81,010 now taken from thorn in the 
shape of Customs' duties upon food ! 
Would tho creation of half a million 
of dollars annually equal in value to 
tho Colony tbo SGOOO paid upon th(! 
loan to bring out the creators 1' Tlioro 
can bo but one answer to the qnostion. 
Would it not bo well, then, for tho 
Colony to bo rid of ils prosont listless 
and Sybaritic Ezooutive?
